SECRETARIES OF STATE HOLSTEIN ASS’NS MEET 


On July 26 and 27 the Secretaries of the Holstein As. 
sociations in New York, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minne. 
sota, Iowa, New Jersey, and the field man in Pennsylvania 
met with the Extension Service of the National Associa- 
tion at the Sherman Hotel in Chicago to exchange ideas 
and mutually benefit by a discussion of the work being 
done and that planned for the future. The meeting was 
called by Fred A. Koenig and the work of the Extension 
was fully explained and methods of cooperating with the 
State Association were discussed at some length. It was 
agreed that the closest cooperation was necessary in 
order to get the most out of the splendid work done by 
the extension Service. The placing of the billboards, use 
of the true type charts and the models and the distribu- 
tion of the literature can and will be aided materially by 
the work that the state secretaries can do in their re- 
spective states. 

The work being done in the different states was re- 
ported for the mutual benefit of the men at the meeting. 
The new motion picture film was shown and then booked 
up by the different states for the fall and winter meet- 
ings. A meeting was held with Mr. Skinner, Mer. of the 
National Dairy Exposition, relative to the part Holsteins 
would play in the show and it was found that many of 
the states would have a herd at Syracuse this fall. The 
Illinois Ass’n furnished a luncheon for the visitors at 
which they had Holstein milk, cheese, and butter. The 
cheese from Pabst Holstein Farm was especially enjoyed. 

The various secretaries will look after the selecting 
of the Holsteins consigned to the National Dairy Show 
Holstein Sale which will come directly after the Holstein 
judging at the Dairy Show in October. Considerable at- 
tention was given to the program of work by the breed- 
ers in the County Clubs and Associations and it was 
agreed that not very much could be done where the local 
breeders did not take an active interest in their business. 
An extra and unusual effort will be made to help every 


the year. The Holstein industry should progress by meet- 
ings such as this one where men who are spending all of 
their time for the breed can gather and exchange ideas 
and formulate plans.

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A Matter of Policy 


HAT should be the policy of a national breed maga- 
W zine, like the World, in the publication of sale re- 

ports where the prices run low? A_ subscriber 
raises this question and we quote the following from his 
letter: 


“It seems to me that your editorials and special art- 
icles of an optimistic nature are in a manner impaired 
for the purpose for which they are intended by such re- 
ports of sales as appear from time to time. In a recent 
issue, two sales are reported, one with an average of 
$120 and another of $140. I cannot think that such re- 
ports have a good effect on the breeders. Would it not 
be better to mention the top prices and let it go at that? 
Propaganda is what we need now and the more opti- 
mistic it is, the better.”’ 


Propaganda has come to play an important part in 
many large undertakings, but unless it has a firm founda- 
tion of fact to back it up, it is of little permanent value. 
The facts may be disagreeable but if our industry cannot 
stand it to hear the truth about itself, we are on a pretty 
insecure foundation. We have been proceeding on the 
theory that it was information our breeders wanted con- 
cerning the Holstein market, rather than partial reports 
which were more optimistic than the facts might warrant. 

We believe that the furnishing of accurate, reliable, 
and complete information on the Holstein market is one 
of the most important functions of a publication like the 
World. While it is not necessary to shout from the house- 
tops about low sale averages, our breeders are entitled to 
the facts, which should include, of course, any extenuating 
circumstances in relation to these low prices. In other 
words, the sale reports should present the facts in such a 
way that our breeders can draw as accurate conclusions 
as possible concerning the actual state of the Holstein 
market. 

There is another feature in this connection that is 
worth discussing. If sale reports are made to read more 
optimistic than the facts warrant, those breeders who may 
have attended the sales and are in full possession of the 
facts, would recognize them as attempts to color the news 
and they would immediately and logically reach the con- 
clusion that other reports were similarly colored and every 
statement as to conditions in the industry would be taken 
with a grain of salt. In the aggregate, such a feeling would 
be disastrous from the standpoint of the publication, anid 
would be harmful, likewise, from the standpoint or bring- 
ing about more stable and satisfactory conditions in the 
industry.

Better Dairy Farming 


NDER this title Professors Savage and Maynard of 
Cornell University, have given us something new in 
the way of a textbook for the dairy farmer. It is a 
complete, well balanced treatise of the subject and is 
designed not for the student in school primarily but for 
the student on his own farm. Breeding and management 
are treated fully, as well as all phases of feeding. The 
control of tuberculosis, buying and selling dairy cattle 
feeding the herd, and how to buy feeds, are subjects that 
indicate the wide range of practical information contained 
m the book. There are suggested rations for all kinds ang 
conditions of cows. Particularly valuable is the chapter 
on feed gyices in which the authors present statistics 
based on the experience of the past ten years, indicating 
the most favorable time to buy each ingredient of the 
dairy ration. The book is divided into short paragraphs, 
with sub-heads in large print, making it particularly easy 
to use for reference. It is profusely illustrated with pic- 
tures of leading animals of all breeds and contains inter. 
esting summaries of the characteristics of the leading 
dairy breeds. 

Prof. Savage is well known to World readers through 
his contributions in these columns on feeding topics. Prof. 
Maynard, also of the animal husbandry staff at Cornell 
University, has devoted his full time to research work in 
the field of animal nutrition for many years. Better Dairy 
Farming is published by the authors and is attractively 
printed and bound. It contains 250 pages and 52 illustra- 
tions and should be ordered direct from the Savage-May- 
nard Company, Ithaca, New York.

The Dairy Cattle Congress pre- 
mium list which has just been issued 
indicates that the calf club depart- 
ment will play a very important part 
in the dairy cattle exhibit. ;

$4,280 FOR MINNESOTA JUNIORS 


More than 100 dairy calves, accom- 
panied by their boy or girl owners, 
will be exhibited at the coming Min- 
nesota State Fair and Northwest Dairy 
Exposition, September 1 to 8, as one 
of its leading educational features, ac- 
cording to T. A. Erickson, state lead- 
er of children’s club work. 

At least fifty counties are expected 
to participate in the state-wide con- 
test. In instances where county 
fairs are held in advance of the state 
fair, the elimination contests to se- 
lect the winners will be held as a 
main exhibition attraction. In the 
other counties special county contests 
will be held at central points. In each, 
two calves will be picked to be taken 
to the state fair to compete for final 
honors. 





Prizes totaling $4,280 are offered for 
the dairy club contest. The fair is 
offering $500 in cash prizes, while the 
remainder of the prizes are contribu- 
ted by breed associations, dairy or- 
ganizations, newspapers and persons 
interested in promoting dairy work. 
The Minnesota Livestock Breeders’ 
Association and the Minnesota State 
Dairymen’s Association are cooperat- 
ing with the extension department of 
the Minnesota Agricultural College 
and the state fair in making the pro- 
ject a big success. 


No entries from any county can be 
made later than August 28, three days 
before the fair opens. All entries 
must be sent to T. A. Erickson, Uni- 
versity Farm, St. Paul. The railroad 
fare for the two winners from each 
county, to and from the fair, will be 
paid by the State Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion. The judging will begin at one 
o’clock, Monday, September 3. 





OTSEGO COUNTY BOYS LEARN 
CATTLE JUDGING 


Fourteen boys and one girl, cham- 
pions from their sections of Otsego 
County in judging dairy cows, assem- 
bled at Cooperstown, Friday, July 
27th, to compete for the county judg- 
ing team to be made up of three mem- 
bers and an alternate. These calf 
club members visited the farm of Earl 
Chase, the Iroquois Farm and Red 
Creek farm where they judged classes 
of Holsteins, Guernseys and Ayrshires. 
After looking at the cows each one 
wrote reasons for placing one or the 
other of the cows as best, the next as 
second, etc. These papers were judged 
by Professor Crandall of Cornell Uni- 
versity. 

The winners in the contest were: 
1st—Stewart Beckley of Milford with 
515; 2nd—Eckardt Beck of Milford, 
480; 3rd—Harold Gregory of Oneonta, 
470 and alternate, Kenneth Davis, 
West Winfield, 445. It is significant 
to note that fifth place was taken by 
a girl, Anna Fuller of Unadilla, 440.

The team _ scores, 
where the communities were repre- 
sented by a team of three, were: Mil- 
ford first with 1375; West Exeter sec- 
ond with 1170; Worcester third with 
1165 and Unadilla fourth with 1135. 

A high light of the day was the 
demonstration on “How to Feed the 
Dairy Cow,” given by a team of two 
boys, Channing Newton and Henry 
Morehouse, members of the Morris 
milk testing club. These two boys will 
represent Otsego County, along with 
the judging team, in competing with 
other counties for the right to repre- 
sent New York State at the National 
Dairy Show.

Susquehanna County is the leading 
county in Pennsylvania in purebred 
Holsteins and during the period of 
high prices of purebred cattle a num- 
ber of dispersal sales were held that 
were highly successful financially be- 
cause of the strong demand for cattle. 
Buyers from all parts of Pennsylvania 
came also to buy carloads from breed- 
ers at private sale. Then came the 
slump in prices and hard times to the 
farmer. The demand for purebreds 
dropped off due to lack of money on 
the part of buyers and also due to the 
fact that buyers were buying care- 
fully and with a careful regard to the 
health of the animals. Inquiries were 
coming for only tuberculin’ tested 
cattle. 

After a vacancy of several months 
the Farm Bureau secured a new coun- 
ty agent to assist in the probiems con- 
fronting the farmers of the county. 
He found only 14 herds in the county 
under Federal Supervision. There 
was much opposition to the tuberculin

test due to the preaching of ignorant 
outsiders who have since tested but 
have never returned to undo the harm 
they have done. The tuberculin test 
was pushed by the county agent in 
every possible way and soon a num- 
ber of good herds were tested. How- 
ever, buyers did not appear because 
they had no way of knowing what had 
been done in the county to clean up 
the herds. The breeders were then 
advised to advertise collectively and 
plan some system of sales. 

It was decided to hold a cooperative 
consignment sale and at the breeders 
annual meeting a sale committee was 
appointed. This committee proceed- 
ed to show its good judgment by plan- 
ning a sale in which the buyers would 
be safeguarded in every way they 
could devise. They realized they were 
dealing with a buyer’s and not a sel- 
ler’s market. Cattle were to be con- 
signed from herds under Federal Su- 
pervision only. A retest was grant- 
ed to all who wished it. The cattte 
had to come up to standards of breed 
type and no culls were to be consign- 
ed if possible to avoid it. To make 
certain of this, D. P. Honeywell, a 
recognized judge of good Holsteins, 
and O. G. Schaefer of the Dairy Ex- 
tension Department of Pennsylvania 
State College, were selected as a com- 
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mittee from outside the county to 
select cattle of such good individuality 
and type that it would be an excellent 
advertisement for the county breed. 
ers. That they did their work well ig 
shown by a conversation overheard 
later in which a buyer said, “Every- 
thing looked so good that I bid on ey. 
ery animal that came in the ring.” 
Further evidence of their type anq 
quality is proven by the showing of 
these cattle at later fairs. One of the 
cows was grand champion Holstein fe. 
male at the Susquehanna County Fair 
on the day before the sale. One two. 
year-old heifer, having sisters in last 
year’s sale and this year’s coming 
sale also, was shown at Allentown 
Trenton, Richmond and at the latter 
State Fair she was grand champion. 
Her picture appeared in the breed 
magazines on different occasions. A 
further quarantee and one that was 
entirely unusual was a signed state- 
ment from the consignors that they 
would neither bid on their own cattle 
nor allow anyone else to bid for them. 
This eliminated by-bidding which has 
often created fictitious values and 
forced buyers to pay above their rea] 
value fixed by honest competition. 
The sale to be held this year takes 
place August 30th, at Montrose, and 
much the same plan has been follow- 
ed. Of course much was learned from 
last year. The cattle were selected 
earlier. This enables the advertising 
and catalogues to appear. earlier. 
Herds recently placed under Federa! 
Supervision and failing to secure a 
clean test must have their consign- 
ments retested within 45 days of the 
sale. The rule against by-bidding was

guaranteed that they would not bid 
on or buy any animal consigned to the 
sale. This prevents the buying back 
and forth that takes place at many 
sales, and it does insure the Cattle 
going to someone who is really in 
need of cattle. This rule received a 
few objections because some choice 
heifers from a new bull were being 
entered that had never been offered at 
private sale and some had hoped that 
if they sold within reach of their 
means they could buy them. For the 
penefit of outside purchasers and the 
reputation of the sale, they withdrew 
their objections. The individuals of- 
fered are of as high quality as last 
year and will all be better fitted be- 
cause they were selected earlier, thus 
giving the consignors a longer fitting 
period. 

It was also learned that fresh cattle 
and springers sold best and in this 
respect the sale this year will also be 
remarkable. There will be 35 head 
freshening around sale time or spring- 
ing. Last year a few excellent ani- 
mals were sacrificed because their 
dates of freshening were not favor- 
able. This year, with the great scar- 
city of milk, there should be an ex- 
cellent demand for new milkers. 

A certain standard was set for bull 
entries, limiting them to dams with 
records as follows: 20-lb. 2-yr.-olds, 
23-Ib. 3-yr.-olds, 25-lb. 4-yr.-olds and 28- 
lb. mature records. 

While individuality came first in 
consideration of the selecting commit- 
tee pedigrees were not forgotten. 
About 16 head are daughters of 30-lb. 
bulls having up to 22 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters and eight are daughters of a 
young 37-lb. bull already possessing A. 
R. O. daughters. One cow is a daugh- 
ter of a 35-Ib. bull having 16 A. R. O. 
daughters. The cows last year hav- 
ing A. R. O. records averaged $72 per 
head above those without records. 
This year there are cows entered with 
records up to 26 lbs. There are daugh- 
ters of cows with records up to 28 
lbs. Excellent bulls have been used 
on the bred cows and heifers. Five 
are bred to a 40-lb. bull and 38 are 
pred to bulls with dams records from 
27 lbs. up to 32 Ibs. The breeders 
are learning that bulls of good indi- 
viduality from high record dams are 
siring heifers that always sell above 
others of just as good individuality 
but out of less well known bulls. 

As the surplus of good cattle in- 
creases, it is hoped to also hold a 
spring sale.

The June, 1923, Summary of Tuber- 
culosis Eradication Work shows over 
290,000 head tested during the month 
with a reaction of 9,574 head, or a 
little over three per cent. This re- 
port shows nearly 4,450,000 head of 
eattle in over 400,000 herds now un- 
der supervision with a waiting list of 
nearly 75,000 herds containing almost 
996,000 head. The total of accredited 
herds now numbers 28,526, Indiana 
leading with 3,425, followed by Wis- 
consin with 3,061, Minnesota with 2,- 
613, Iowa with 1982, and Pennsylvania 
with 1,959. Five other states have 
over one thousand fully acredited 
herds. In addition, there are now 
312,281 herds containing 2,724,497 
head which have passed one clean 
test. The State of North Carolina 
leads with over 63,000 such herds. 
New York has the largest number of 
cattle under supervision with 437,455 
head, followed by Missouri with 381,- 
171. New York, in addition, has a 
waiting list of 6,000 herds. Michigan 
has 278,428 head under supervision 
and has a waiting list of 426,214 head 
in over 40,000 herds.

Another remarkable record has 
been completed at the Illinois Test- 
ing Plant, Dixon, Illinois, on the cow, 
Milady Segis of Maple Lane, a grand- 
daughter of King Segis Pontiac, 
owned by W. F. Kumrow, of Morrison. 
Her figures, completed on June 19, 
are 26,193.7 lbs. milk, 919.917 Ibs. fat, 
or 1149.90 lbs. butter, according to a 
report from Henry W. Dressel, herds- 
man. The remarkable feature of the 
report from Henry W. Dressel, herds- 
much as the persistent production. 
No month of the year was below 2,000 
lbs. milk, while the highest was 2426 
lbs. Her average daily production for 
the year was 71.8 lbs. milk, while her 
production for her highest month was 
only 6.5 lbs. per day above this 
average and for her lowest month, 
which was her third month on test, 
6.4 lbs. per day less than the average. 
Only two months of the year, her 
third and fourth month, were less 
than 70 lbs. fat, while her month, her 
tenth on test, was 85.021 lbs. The 
management of the Plant seriously 
considered sending the cow home im- 
mediately upon arrival as she was 
already fresh and did not seem to 
have an ounce of reserve flesh on 
her. However, she was continued 
with the results noted. She weighed 
about 1350 Ibs. at the start of her 
test and about 1600 lbs. at the close. 
Near the close of this record, Milady 
was purchased by Fitchome Farms 
as a worthy addition to the herd of 
high producers they are buildine. 
Mr. Kumrow retained two daughters 
of this great cow in his own herd and 
sold their last bull calf in the state 
sale for $350.
